At a co nference to day o f the city 
o fficials and Co mmissio ner Eifwards 
o f the Pu blic Serv ice Co mmissio n, 
held in Indianapo lis, the city was 
led 13 ex pect certain mo dificatio ns 
and so me new regu latio ns to the re­ 
cent o rder o f the co mmissio n estab­ 
lishing a new water rate fo r Rush 
v ille. 
The co nference was attended by 
May o r Bebo ut and co uncilmen, R. 
V 
Scu dder, Chase Mauzy , and E. A. 
Lee. 
Each o f the regu latio ns 
was 
discu ssed 
and 
Co mmissio ner 
Ed­ 
wards pro mised 
to hav e 
the new 
ruling and mo dificatio ns ready so 
that the o rder co uld be put in effect 
by May 15, the time o riginally speci­ 
fied in the ruling. 
'During the hearing this mo rning a 
qu estio n was bro u ght o ut that pro m­ 
ises to establish a precedent sho uld 
the 
co mmissio n 
make 
a decisio n. 
This was in regard to the setting 
o f the meters at the curb. 
It was 
sho wn to the co mmissio n that sev ­ 
enty -fiv e per cent o f the ho mes in 
Ru shv ille were witho ut 
cellars and 
fo r this reaso n it was necessary fo r 
the city to place the water meters 
at the cu rb at an ex pense o f abo u t 
$7 each. 
Co mmissio ner Edwards 
did 
no t 
kno w o f this and stated that it had 
no t been 'bro ught to the attentio n o f 
the co mmissio n in any o ther case in 
the histo ry o f the co mmissio n. 
The 
co mmissio ner intimated that the city 
wo uld no t be co mpelled to refu nd the 
mo ney fo r meter settings. 
This has 
been the co ntentio n o f the city all 
the time. 
The pro perty o wner is co mpelled to 
giv e the city a place to set the me­ 
ter and in case 
there is 
no cellar 
the city has used the setting at the 
curb, thu s practically giv ing him a 
cellar fo r his meter. 
This will hav e 
to be presented to the entire co m­ 
missio n and a ruling is ex pected by 
nex t Tu esday . 
Under the ruling o f the 
co mmis­ 
sio n the city wo uld 
hav e to 
stand 
this ex pense and it is o ne o f 
the 
things that may be mo dified. 
The 
qu estio n o f meters fo r the facto ries 
hav ing a sprinkler sy stem was also 
giv en co nsideratio n. These two fac­ 
to ries with this sy stem hav e eight- 
inch mains and to pu t the o rder o f 
the co mmissio n in effect wo uld co st 
the city abo u t $8 00 fo r each meter. 
Co mmissio ner Edwards reco mmend­ 
ed that a flat rate fo r this stand-by 
serv ice be made and that it be fix ­ 
ed so as to co v er all facto ries and 
sto res hav ing 
additio nal 
fire pro ­ 
tectio n than that o rdinarily giv en by 
the city . 
The city is to reach 
an 
agreement and then no tify the co m­ 
missio n. 
The mo st impo rtant thing o f 
the 
co nference was the fact that the 
city was led to believ e that no re­ 
fu nd o n the meter settings wo uld be 
ex pected. 
Co mmissio ner 
Edwards 
was also to ld that 
a redu ctio n 
o f 
the minimum rate o f $1.50 a qu ar­ 
ter wo uld 
also 
be pleasing to the 
city , but he lau ghed at this 
and 
declared that the rate was no ne to o 
high. 
The co mmissio ner stated that 
the $TL.50 per qu arter minimum rate 
wo uld help the city pay fo r the wa­ 
ter meters. 
The city in its petitio n 
fo r an increase in water rates o nly 
asked fo r a minimum charge fo r $1.

The world has seen another Irish 
rebellion unsuccessfully 
terminated 
after a meterorie career 
of 
seven 
days, 
(^uiek punishment was meted 
out 
to 
the 
leading 
conspirators, 
three being shot and three imprison­ 
ed. History will tell oi it, hut noth­ 
ing more will ever come 
from the 
fatal effort of the rebellious spirits 
who nought to carry out the tradi­ 
tions of their forefathers and break 
the British iron rule. 
They 
struck 
when Britain was 
weakest, 
hut 
found England prepared for such an 
emergency. 
Whether the revolt was 
fomented by Germans has not been 
established, but the British are glad 
to reach that conclusion. 
¡Since Dublin 
suddenly 
assumed 
front-page proportions a little over 
a week ago, a new word has sprung 
into the life of newspaper readers. 
Many persons have wondered what 
I and who the “Sinn Feiners” were. 
The Chicago Post gives the follow­ 
ing explanation: 
at 
Sinn Fein,” the name of the or­ 
ganization that is behind the Irish 
revolt, is pronounced ‘Shinn Fane. 
The words means ‘ourselves alone. 
The society began its active propa­ 
g an d a in 1905, the object of which is 
to boycott everything English. 
The 
Sinn Fein has encouraged the revi­ 
val of the Irish tongue and has en­ 
deavored to cultivate an exclusively 
Irish viewpoint in the thought ot the 
| people. 
Its members, so far as pos- 
ible, abstained from the purchase 
of all English-made goods. The toast 
to the king and the national anthem 
were banned from 
all 
gatherings 
where its influence prevailed.” 
The disturbance of the past few 
days which resulted in so much de­ 
struction of property and some loss 
of life is deplored by none more thai 
the great leader of the Irish Nation­ 
al party, John Redmond. 
“My first feeling on 
hearing 
of 
this insane movement,” he says, ii 
a statement to the people of the Un­ 
ited States, "was one iof 
horror 
discouragement and almost despair 
I asked myself whether Ireland, a? 
so often before in her tragic his­ 
tory, was to dash the cup of liberty 
from her lips. 
Was the insanity of 
a small section of her people once 
again to turn all her marvelous vic­ 
tories of the last few years into ir­ 
reparable defeat and send her back, 
on the very eve of her final recogni­ 
tion as a free nation, into anothei 
long night of slavery, 
incalculable 
and weary 
and 
uncertain 
strug­ 
gling? 
“For. look at the Irish position to­ 
day. In the short space 
of 
forty 
years Ireland has by a constitution­ 
al movement made an almost unbro­ 
ken triumphant march 
from 
pau­ 
perism and slavery to prosperity and 
freedom. 
She has won 
back 
the 
possession of Irish 
land, she 
ha? 
stayed emigration, she has at 
last 
begun an era of national prosperity 
Finally she has succeeded in placing 
on the statute books 
tlie 
greatest 
charter of fredom ever offered her 
since the days of Grattan. 
Is al 
this to be lost?”

At the outbreak of the ( ivil \\ ar 
he became greatly interested in In­ 
diana soldiers and visited 
them 
in 
unson and patiently ministered unto 
heir wants. In 1869 wliun Ovid But- 
•p endowed a special chair ot Eng- 
;sh in the college bearing his name, 
Miss Merrill was prevailed upon to 
icoept it. 
This position she held 
or sixteen years and then, yielding 
o her friends, reopened her private 
ichooi in Indianapolis where she la­ 
bored until her death, May 30, 1900.

lowing the failure of the Lorimer-

banks 
and 
institutions 


Uroughout Illinois. 
Munday was convicted and sen­ 
tenced to five years in prison, 
lie is 
>ut on bail, pending an appeal. 
Throughout his trial, which began 
>ate in February, Lorimer had con­ 
tended that he was innocent of irre­ 
gularities in the affairs of the banks 
of which he was an officer, and that 
he had left all of the details of the 
uanagement to Munday. 
Furthermore, he 
contended 
that 
sooner or latu| all who lost through 
he failures y »uld be paid in full.

His principal defense was that the ss 
failure of the banks 
w as unneces­ 
sary, and forced by a clique of op-

Lorimer has had one of the most

Commissioner Edwards 
did not 


know of this and stated that it had 
not been 'brought to the attention of 
the commission in any other case in 
the history of the commission.

money for meter settings. This has 
been the contention of the city all 
the time. 


The property owner is compelled to 


give the city a place to set the me- 
ter and in case there is no cellar 
the city has used the setting at the 
curb, thus practically giving him 
cellar for liis meter. This Trill have 
to be presented-to the entire com- 
mission and a ruling is expected by 
next Tuesday. 


Under the ruling of the commis- 


sion the city would have to stand 
this expense and it is one of 
the 


things that may be modified. The 
question of meters for the factories 
having a sprinkler system was also 
given consideration. These two fac- 
tories with this system have eight- 
inch mains and to put the order of 
the commission in effect would cost 
the city about $800 for each meter. 
Commissioner Edwards recommend- 
ed that a flat rate for this stand-by 
service be made and that it be fix- 
ed so as to cover all factories and 
stores ha.ving additional fire pro- 
tection than that ordinarily given by 
the city. The city is to reach 
an 


agreement and then notify the com- 
mission. . 


The most important thing of the 


conference was the fact that the 
city was led to believe that no re- 
fund on the meter settings would be 
expected. 
Commissioner Edwards 


•was also told that a reduction of 
the minimum rate of $1.50 a quar- 
ter would also be pleasing to the 
city, but he laughed at this 
and 


declared that the rate was none too 
high. The commissioner stated that 
the $1.50 per quarter minimum rate 
would help the city pay for the wa- 
ter meters. The city in its petition 
for an increase in water rates only 
asked for a minimum charge for $1.

Minister Obregon. Following receipt 
of word that President Wilson had 
approved the arrangement. Obregon 
said Carrauza had promised to give 
the negotiations his immediate at- 
tention.

September. They entered 


pleas of guilty 'but the case rested 
with that on -the plea of the boys' 
mother, sent to Judge Sparks, that 
he not impose any sentence on them 
while she was alive. Mrs. Pitman 
was at that time an invalid and 
since has died. 


"At that time," said Judge Sparks 


speaking to Ralph, referring to their 
pleas of guilty, "your mother f was 
sick and I let you go on her account. 
I did it for her sake and at her re- 
quest. I took the statement at its 
face value and never investigated. 


"The condition now is that some- 


one is raising trouble in this neigh- 
borhood. When you start in a bad 
course, people will blame you and 
you have to conduct yourself well. 
It is1 all right to visit but when you 
are not wanted, it is trespass. If 
I hear of more trouble, there will be 
no'trial, you will have to serve the 
sentence. 


"The truth' 
of the' matter 
is, 


Ralph, you have not had a very good 
reputation. It. stands you in hand to 
walk rather straight. I don't want 
to send a boy to prison if I can help 
it. I am doing this over the protest 
of the community, on 'my own judg- 
ment solely. I want to help you, 
but I can't if you won't help." . 


Judge Sparks reeommeded 
that 


the family take steps immediately to 
place Ernest in the epileptic village 
and

The world has seen another Irish 


rebellion unsuccessfully 
terminated 


after a ineteroric career of seven 
days. Quick punishment was meted 
out to the leading conspirators, 
three being shot and three imprison.- 
ed. History will tell of it, but noth- 
ing more will ever come from the 
fatal effort of the rebellious spirits 
who sought to carry out the tratfi-1 


tions of their forefathers and break 
the British iron rule. They struck 
when Britain was weakest, 
but 


found England prepared for such an 
emergency. Whether the revolt was 
fomented by Germans has not been 
established, but the British are glad 
to reaeli that conclusion. 


iSince Dublin suddenly assumed 


front-page proportions a little over 
a week ago, a new word has sprung 
into the life of newspaper readers. 
Many persons have wondered what 
and who the "Sinn Feiners" were. 


I The Chicago Post gives the follow- 
ing explanation: 
' ''.afci 


"Sinn Fein," the name of the or- 


'ganization that is behind the Irish 
revolt, is pronounced 'Shinn Fane.' 


JThe words means 'ourselves alone.1 


The society began its active propa- 
iganda in 1905, the object of which is 
to boycott everything English. The 
Sinn Fein has encouraged the revi- 
val of the Irish tongue and has en- 
deavored to cultivate an exclusively 
Irish viewpoint in the thought of the 
people. Its members, so far as pos- 
sible, abstained from the purchase 
of all English-made goods. The toast 
to the king and the national anthem 
were banned from 
all 
gatherings 


where its influence prevailed." 


The disturbance of the past few 


days which resulted in so much de- 
struction of property and some loss 
of life is deplored by none more thai 
the great leader of the Irish Nation- 
al party, John Redmond. 


"My first feeling on hearing 
oJ 


this insane movement," he says, ir 
a statement to the people of the Un- 
ited States, "was one *of 
horror 


discouragement and almost despair 
I asked myself whether Ireland, a; 
so often before in her -tragic his- 
tory, was to dash the cup of liberty 
from her lips. Was the insanity of 
a small section of her people once 
again to turn all her marvelous vic- 
tories of the last few .years into ir- 
reparable defeat and send her back 
on the very eve of her final recogni- 
tion as a free nation, into anothei 
long night of slavery, 
incalculable 


and weary and uncertain 
strug- 


gling? 


"For look at the Irish position to- 


day. In the short space of 
forty 


years Ireland has by a constitution- 
al movement made an almost unbro- 
ken triumphant march from pau- 
perism and slavery to prosperity and 
freedom. 
She has won back the 


possession of Irish 
land, she ha 


stayed emigration, she has at 
last 


begun an era of national prosperity 
Finally she has succeeded in placing 
on the statute books the greatest 
charter of fredorn ever offered her 
since the days of Grattan. Is a! 
this to be lost?"

the cost of feed or the profit which 
they were making or were not mak- 
ing:

dollars and cents and not only that 
but they are thinking.

dairying profitable and 'will be so- 
thoroughly convinced of their value, 
that they will remember in later 
years .when the dairy cow will have 
a place on their own farm.
